DISSOIiTTTION OF THE HOUSE. 



The Water- Worka Bill has at length been 
thrown oat of Comraiitco. •The.'ppoderous 
wisdom of a majority of soVeii has decided 
that public enlerpriso should be diacournged. 
The exalted principlaa of a few patriotic 
iDombers hove sent forth the edict that Vic- 
toria must henceforth pay dear for its water. 
We expected nothing else /rora the calibre of 
these legislative sages. We more than half 
predicted the result a few days ago. Our 
disappointment is, therefore, l>y uo meaoo 
serious. It might have bean had thdao men 
shown even the shadow of liberality or en- 
lightenuienl — had they in fact rebuked their 
own nature and acted, for once, as reason- 
aWa baingi. . -We aay. reaaoBable-adyUedly, 
for whatever motives may have actuated 
the members in throwing out the bill — how- 
ever shrewd they may think tliemsolvoa, and 
however much they may fancy Ihca is 
reason to chueklo 'over the result — thoy may 
real assured they will not benefit by their 
conduct. The, day. i» ..flow- happily gone 
when illegal measures ooald be retorted to 
for the purpose of pi'.tting men in the T.eg- 
islaturo against the wisiios of the pcnplo, and 
the day we think is also gone, when nienibors 
of the House can fly in the face of public 
opinion and of right, with impunity. The 
great bulk of the mcrabera who at present 
comprisu ll^o Assembly have forfeited long 
since the confidence ot the public. They 
have destroyed every measure that was 
likely to ofFect good, and they have 
never shown in their speeches or their 
acts, the capacity to originate any^ 
thing. No wonder thay aro anxious to have 
a Ministerial Council lliat wcnld do the think- 
ing part (if the work, and allow thorn to grind 
their little axes uiitnok'Sled. No wonder 
^hey are anxious to delegate the working part 
of thait duty, in order to enjoy the o^iuni 
turn dig. of a full-blown M. P., without 
trenching on thoir industry. The country 
has had enough of them, and Governor Ken- 
nedy could not confer a greater favor on llie 
people than by sending these men back to 
that privacy from which nature never iu- 
, tended them to stray. 

When we look at the character of Coe & 
Martin's application — protection for their 
water-pipes, and nothing more — wo know 
not how to express the indignaliuu of the 
community ul the action of the Water 
Oommittto. There was really no other 
question at issue than this one of proieciion 
The statement that Messrs. Coo & Mariiii 
asked for exclusive privileges, is simply a 
fabricatiou. The Cuniinitteo were well 
aware that this part of the bill was waived. 
But the whole proceedings are, to say liio 
least, irregular. VVhen Tiedeman rested liia 
objeotioD solely on this ground of a mouopo 
liiing - clausef bo soon as that clanse w.is 
withdrawn, the objection according to all 
precedent and reason should also have ceased. 
But with so accommodating a Chairman 
ai the gallant Fostsr, Tiedeman waa 
. allowed to raise new. issues, and 
the. inembers" were allowed to indulge lu 
qaestions and remarks that ill bccnmo any 
public body assuming to act for public in- 
terests. It is needless to go any further into 
the matter, or prove to what extent the In- 
habitants will suffer from this action of the 
Oommittee. A public meeting will doubt- 
leu be held to express the indignation of the 
people, and to take steps to show that even a 
Parllainaatary Committee, when acting con- 
trary to public lulerests, can bo mado aiiiona- 
bio to that tribunal before which the mombor.'! 
nay have to come sooner than they expect. 

We have already said, we did not expect 
anything else from the Committee. The con- 
duct of other Committees on oven mora im- 
portant subjects Is too fresh in our memory, 
to lead us to anticipate any good result frotn 
tho men who formed the majority on this 
water question. Education baa, as wo have 
shown in a previous article, been persistently 
ignored throughout tho five years of the 
eolouy'a "civilized" existence, until our usu- 
olly apathetic publio la at length aroused to 
indignation. Tho Incorporation Bill, which 
has bean such a perfect "muddle" from be- 
ginning to end, is likely from the recent 
ameodmeDta to prove as harmloaa and as use^ 
leas as any meaauro can well be. Every 
question, in fact, of grave public Importance 
haa bee:3 dealt wllh in tho mosl Inibucllo man- 
ner. It is, therefore, the duty of all Jirltish 
subjects in the place to come forward and re 
quest His Excellency to dissolve the House. 
No other course can secure to tho public 
anything like alleution to the interests of the 
country, ^o long as wo have lha present 
members v.'e shall be obligcl to see publl 
questions made subonlinn'ie lu ])r;vate ones- 
10 BOO the American principle of " lug 
rolling " carried out by men who are wantlii{ 
in American ingenuity — and to witness tli 
total incapacity of twelve men out of the 
fifteen. In almost every rojily to tho nu- 
merous addresses presonlcd to Iho Governor, 
be emphatically referred to tho power which 
rests in the people's hands, to have a 
proper Bepresaotative Assembly. Wiiat- 
o»er may have been tho drawbacks 
previously in the way of obtaining a House 
of Assembly lo represent public .leiillinent, 
many of theni have disappeared in tiio ad- 
vent of tho new Governor. Gur l!llb:ral 
franchiso and the unequal distribution of the 
representation ate still stumbling blocks in the 
pathway, and will have to be considerably 
modified before any very great change can 
likely take place ; but taking things as they 
are, we have every hupo that by a dhijolutlon 
of the House a boil) of m^'n would bo elected, 
who 'ivould servo the country in a manner 
more consistaot with the interests and dignity 
of the poople. Unddr no consideration could 
wa get a worse Assembly than tho present. 
There is too much of the old leaven in its com- 
position to allow it to wo:l; liarinoiilously with 
.Uis ExccUuncy, ai he will shortly find, if h'. 
has not discovered it alruady ; and there is 
too much of the "axe>grioding" vocation go< 
• ing on at tiio publiolixpenso. It is the duty 
of tho inhabitants to take litis matter up In 
the proper spirit. On the part ol IIU M.-;- 
colloncy, it is his duty to the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, to himself, and to the country, to 
dissolve n House that cannot do otherwise 
than bring his administration into difHpulty, 
and precipilnto a coilisioa with the homo 
authorities. ' ■'

Uditou Bunisn Colo.nist; — Siu, — As I hap- 
pened tu be a spectator in the House of Assembly 
tliis aAcrnoua ulicii tha Chairnr&n of the Com- 
niittco on Private Bills brought up tho report of 
the Uniamittee on tho Spring ftldge Water works 
liill, I deem it my duty as agent to the. pro-, 
niotcra of that liill t* draw pcbllo attention to tha 
rcpD-t of the Oemoil t.-e, from which, if allowed to 
l^iun uunuticcd. It ivould appear that Messrs. Qoc 
it Martin asked fur an occlusive privilege, nnJ 
that tho cliTupprobation ot a monopoix was tho 
princi;)al ruaioii for tlirowing out thu bill. 

It seems somewhat stranite that the Comniittcp 
ill their rupurtuliould have ignored and tupprestcd 
V'.B fact of the promoters having, through tlieir 
c tunac'l, uliniuloned the exclusiro priviteqe alto 
I'other : but it nppexrs thnt Iher haro done sii. 
I)iiii:it4 thP ftittiin uf the CoinmiUfc the CJh.-iirmni 
ilid liiy utmost lo prevent the withdrawn! of llie 
clause which asked for thin privilrRc, but in the 
lieliaf that there was no ground whatever fnr r.'- 
jectiug iho bill, whoi' nuthinA boynnd prnleetion 
tu Ihe proportjr of Messrs. Cos & Martin was 
asked fur, tae onanael for the promotore dietinetly 
dei'liaod to rotraet his withdrawal of what was 
s ppised to be theobjectionablo clause. 

It was perfectly cUar to those engaged on the. 
bil I'rom the beginninjf th:it tlirce int'mljera of tho 
Committee had made up their inimli lhat Coo it 
Martin ahould not have such protection aa thejr 
ask-iJ, although they were not prepared to see the 
Comaiiltee report on the bill a8.if.ii were one the 
pnsiiof; of which would give a monepoly to the 
Water Companj. 

As Mr. Franklin in his place in tlic IIousp drew 
attention to a question put by Mr. .Strtjt tn ono uf 
the witncjais on nnhalf of tlie bill Ijcfore tlio cmn- 
mittoe as reported iu the public journal,*, I c.in- 
not allow that matter to pais bj unnoticed, (is I feel 
that tlic iinputatioa sougtit to be cast upon Mr.

A deputation from the Ohaniber of Com- 
merce waited upon Qovernor Kennedy to 

day, at 1 1 a. m., and proseuted the following 

address : 

To Hia E.ioelloncy Arthur I'M ward Kennedy, 
Co.npanion of the Mo.st Honorable Order 
of the Bath, Governor and Commander-iii- 
Chief of tha colony of Vancouver Island, 
and its Depeudenoies, &c., &o. 
May it please year Bsoellancy, — We tha 
members ot ibe Ohaoibsr of Coromorca of the 
oity of Victoria, avail ourselves of tho auapi- 
clotu ocoasion of 'your Exoelloncy's aafe 
arrival, and of your asiuoiing the reini ol 
Government,'to asiure you of oar devoted at- 
tachmeut and respeot to Her Most Gracious 
Majesty the Queen, and onr feeling that iu 
the appointment of a geutlemao of Your Ex- 
cellency's tried o.vporience nnd ability in 
ciduniul ndniiuistration. Her Majesty has fur- 
nished us with a convineing proof that distant 
and eoiiipaihtivtly unimportant rs it id 
amidst tha vast depondoiiciea of tho British 
Mmpiro, even this colony partakes of Iler 
JIajosiy's fj.sloiiiig altenlion and caro. 

LTiidcr llio anllghtoiiod froo trade policy 
inaugurated by your respeolod predecessor, 
and which has attracted hiiliar iiiercbants 
nnd other immigrants of all natiuiialitios, this 
city has already attained an iniportanco 
which tho most sanguine could not have an- 
ticipated at the time of its foandation ; and 
it il our iiuanimous conviction lhat by a 
faithful adheranco to that policy alone, oaii 
we look forward to its iMcofulng. the- obief: 
distributing commercial depot' of the North' 
Pacific. 

Tlio enterprises heretofore contemplated for 
the development uf the ministerial rcaoorcea of 
the colony, such aa telegraphic communica- 
tion with the Atlantic seaboard, a British 
mail line lo Panama, a graving dock at 
Ksquimalt, a more extensive opening of our 
coal fields &ad mines of precious and baser 
metals, «ur ogricuUural lands, valuable tim- 
ber forests, and ineshsustibla Qsherics, arc re 
tarded by tha want of means to put thom 
into successfnl operation ; and we hope that 
under your Excellency's auspices, British 
and foreign capital may be invited and en 
eourugad hither, and that all projects tooding 
to the benefit of tho oolooy wiH receive your 
Excellency's couotenaoce and prolaotion. 

In coQclusioD we trust that yonr Gxcellsnoy 
may long enjoy health and happiness, and 
that under your administration yon way have 
the satisfaction of witnessing the auccassful 
progress of British oomnierce on the Pacific 
ocean in connection with Vancouver Island.

His Excollensy thanked the deputation for 
the address, although he thought they bad 
overrated his abilities and experience. He 
considered Ibo address one of the moii im- 
portant that he had yet reooived, as com 
raorce was undoubtedly the parnmonnt in- 
terest in tne Colony. He alluded lo Ihe im- 
portance of sending commercial men of 
poiitinii and Ciperieuou to rnpro-scnt them in 
the Hoii.io, as they were ihe best judges of 
the re(|uireinents of tho eounlry, and he iiuHl 
naturally look to the mcmberi. in their pn.siiiuii 
intbeliou«eas tho ovpoiieuts of jiublic opinion 
The chief responsibility theroloro tested tvith 
the pe.iplo, not with him, and if "bey wero 
tiuet ) thcinselrca the result oould not fail to 
bo satisfactory. 

He could not pledge himself lo any par- 
ticular lino of eonimerciul policy, but would 
undertake to carry out the principlea adapted 
by the parlianiont for the general gool. lie 
would foster and enenuragii all projects lor 
Iho dorelopineiit of tho varioiia resources of 
tho country. 

His Ivxcclloney then entered into o lengthy 
conversation with iho dopulation. 

He asked if tho Chamber of Commeroo 
was incorporated nnd was niiDwered in the 
negative, bat was iaforroed that an Act of 
Incorporation was pendiug bcluro tho House. 
He enquired how many members composed 
tho Chamber, and was told sixty. After as 
certaining the manner of admission whether 
by ballot or otherwise, he asked if an Arbi- 
tration Comtniltoe formed part of their funo- 
tiona aad was ansv^ered in tlio allirmativc, 
which ho eaid lie approved of, regarding il 
bettor to settle . com'mcroial difficulties by 
this means than by appealing to tho low. 

His li.xoolloncy then made enquiries re- 
spooliiig the iinjiottB and exports of tho 
colony, which wore answered by member.^ of 
tho deputation. Mr. Wallace said the nior.' 
cliaiita for the most part kept their own re- 
tiiriH. .Mr. .Main said they relied chiefiy on 
tho statistics luriiished by tho press, winch 
iveru generally considered correct. His Kx- 
celleiicy suggested the propriety ol ipiarterly 
olficial returns, which met with tho approval 
of tho deiiutatioii. 

Tlio reln'livB position of llio two oolouios 
was reforrad to, and Ilia Kxoelleiicy iuquited 
if the colonisti wero nst antagonistic 7 Tho 
deputation intornicd His ICxcclleney that no 
jealousy whatever existed in this ouloiiy, and 
that it waa not general in tbo other colouy. 
If any at all existed, it waa eonllued to New 
Westminster, and oven tlioru it waa not 
uDiversal. 

' The intradnction of capital into tbu colony 
was also adverted to by Hin Excallonoy, wbo 
stated that there was abiindaDce of 'olipital in 
England nocking inrastinont, aiid to iiiduoe 
its iulroduutioa bore the ooloniais must ex- 
hibit conridonoQ in their own rcsourca and 
their capability of supporting their own 
government, Hia ICxeellcucy referred to the 
oatimatos for tlio salary of the Governor and 
ol)ieii(la hii'/iui; batjn Ihiown out, and the bad 
client which it would doubtle;a produeo in 
the mindu of Knglish capitalistn. 

Tho ficu trsde (jnealiou was alio advorlni] 
to nnd liij Kxeolleuey took tbo opportunity of

B. Wright's sledges made llieir first up- 
poaraneoonthe9.il .Match, and caino daily 
up to the 20lli, when In coiisci(iionce of the 
warm weather thoy wore obliged lo euipeihl 
tor \ days. On the 25th they resumed theii 
tiavelling, and in .-it likely will bo able (or a 
fortnight lunger to throw eome provisionn 
into this market. 

The general hoallh has been, and l.s, very 
good ; nevarthelaaa 1 hava tu muniion 
several eases of scurvy, but cf a very light 
eliaracter. Tiieie are 4 patienta in the hos- 
pital, and 5 others are taken care of by Dr. 
Brown in their cabin. 

A party of Indims coming from Fort 
George has visited Williams Creek. We have 
bad at their band Caribou meat, and spatted 
trout, with some other, epouimcns of the 
finny rueo, which are takeu in quantity in 
Jauk-of-Olubs, ua well us in Willow river. 
The poor Indians had come 'here to resume 
their work of last your — thai is, packing ; 
but Ibe presence of the sledges has cut off 
that branoh of industry, and they aro trying 
their best to oarnitbcir livetiboed either by 
fithiiig or bunting ; lately, they have eauglit 
alive a young beaver, which they have sold 
for 812. 

We have had very few public amusonients 
sinea tbo loth of lu br liar J ; llio tticatic has 
not been patronize.!, uud oxcei)t a represen- 
tation given ' in behalf of the hospital, on 
which ocoa'sion Iho house was crowded, the 
cllorls of Mr. Prouman hava not been re- 
warded. .St. Patrick's day went olf geiier.i ,'iy 
ill tho inojt quiet way. .Mrs. Lawless li.i.i 
prepared a ball, which howaver, was rather a 
a failure. That samo day the Piuneur braaa 
band arrived iu Williaius Creek. When 
passing in front of the court llouse, where 
tbo Hag v,aa hoibtnd, they made a halt and 
balniod tbo hafiiior, playing "God save the 
tiueen." Judge Cox responded to the ciiutto- 
sy by iiivitiug the miisiciana to a good sup- 
per, which lliey enjoyed at Herm.iiin in Baik- 
ersville. Thoy gave their fust concert yeslor 
day_. 

Everywhere some improvements are made, 
some new houses are buflt, and Ih'i old ones 
roimired. A i.c'.v town has beon elected on 
the ground of the Maryevillo company, 
about threo-qu,. Iters of a mile below Cainer- 
ontown. Barker jvi lie remains in statu quo, 
but Camoronton has Eometliing like ten largo 
new houses. In Kichfield a splendid tv/o- 
story house has been erected op[iosito ihe 
store of Pin & Co., it is inteii iod lor a hotol, 
under the direction of fjc'irnn, well known in 
liutli colonies for bis culinary tulunta. Siege's 
hotel has been also wall fitted up, and 1 havo 
no duubt that those two hi.-se9 coiijuintly 
with Steel's restaurant will ssouro fur the 
travellers all tho comfort possible. A large 
livery stable is about to be hoilt on the 
ground lately occupjed by R. Oamcron. 

Our gold commissioner and magistrate 
have been busily engaged. There are always 
men dosiroae to avail ttiemselras of what is 
obscure and not perfectly definito in the laws. 
Wa have had to witnois the nets cf such 
sharpers in many caaoa, bat more especially 
in the following jumping ono. 1 mint say in 
advance that they have received a great, re- 
buke at the band of Judge Co.t, who in this 
occasion liaa placed himself very high in tho 
public confidence nnd nstcuni. 

Kach mining chiiiii is by law tn be rec irded 
once uvoiy year ; if such claim is sold during 
tho year the bill of aale or traiialer is also to 
bo recorded. How does the record of tho 
bill of aale guaraii'.oo for ono year the ri.'lil 
of the puiohaser .' Hero is unoilier qnostion 
oonnected with the case : If a Icivo of ao- 
BBiiea or a lay-over ii granted by tha com- 
niifisijner, and subaaquently recunled, is the 
eUim under t'lo protection of llic law, or is 
it not, and oxp<i;ed ;y<ie /iicfo to be jnnipad 
under the pretonno that the claim has not 
been ro-recordcd ! iSliiicrs, generally s;);-.a'; 
ing, are not lawyota, but goon tho broad 
prinaiples oi morality and c(]ully, and il is 
indeed very lucky when thoy have an ujiright 
couimisiionc.'", who being sole judge of laws 
and facts, will lake those prlnoipljs for bis 
guide in every case wliure tlie law is silent. 

P. Kerwiu's claim bad been locited by 
four men, in Au^'U.it 1801, and then recorded 
riccording to law. in 18G2, at tbo request of 
the Calirornin, Qliat Steel, Company, those 
men havo been prevented (by tha Commis- 
sioner) working their claim. In June, 1803, 
a new lay-ever was imposed on them up lo 
tho 1st of September, and finally reriowod 
that samo day up to the Isl of June, 18G4. 
All those d liereus lays-over have bean duly 
recotdod, and many bills of sale concerning 
tho claim, but a re-rocord of the locution was 
iiffver made, everyone of tlio proprietors 
feeling quite secureil by the lav. The Oili of] 
February, P. Korwiu wont lo tho recorder 
and re-recoided his own s'laro. .A. II at o:,ce 
the recording dark, with Haniiltnn, the De- 
pii'y-Hlierill, th jii;;;iL it e.xtniord inary that 
Ker.viii .slioulil have ree irjcd only one share 
onl ol four, ami both c.i'iie to the opinion that 
pi rliaps tburo won'd be a " shuiv." 0,ir two 
laitbfiil guaidiaiis tbereforo of Iho pn'olic 
weal consnltod carolully tho prDclaniations 
on gold-fiolils. an 1 alter perusing all the 
rcc iid-briok.s, in wiiieli they could liud no 
allocaliwii of the i;ri)ii.iil, but merely the 
record i of the dlll'oioiit I lys-nver and iiills ol 
fale, tlioy C.1111 : to tho eiuiclusioii that the 
three othur ahar.'S wore jniiipable. Never- 
ihclesu, they were not liesiroiis lo perform the 
job tlioiii.-ielve.-', which would not li.ive been 
good policy ; but they pointed out tha ease 
lo V. Fullord and T. Heze, and naked them 
lo roprosent the third stiaro. Hamilton re- 
quoalad McNeil (I have hia own authiirily) 
to bold fur him a mining claim. McNeil is 
a very goad man, in the empttjyment of Judge 
Uux, as cook, and was disinclined to suppose 
that ho ( Hainilton) boarding with tho judge 
sbonld be eiijialj'e of proposing so disgruoolul 
an action, so ho acquiesced, knowing nothing 
of tlia plot. liverything being arranged, V. 
Fulford took nil precantions, visiting care- 
fully tho stakes, and baying received nsiur- 
nnoo from Woolzey ilmt no tecoid bad beon 
inada of the three other shares, put his notice 
the l'..'tli ol February, at day-bre.ik. Inking 
throe claims out of the four, and phieiug his 
stakes according to tho law. Vlioii he was 
doing tho operation, T. Heza was at tho Court- 
bnn.se ready lo iinke the rocoiil on a signal of 
K. Fullord, whioii hu could see very easily. 
.Mr. H. A. Smith, who live.i opposite the claim 
ill questioii, saw tho whole uvtaiigeinent, and 
anipec'iiig something wrong, went immo 
diatoly to the recorder to have llio claim re- 
recotdod, but lie is relu.sed by Woolzey on 
the ground that ho could tici give the luiiii- 
bers of the licenses of llioso for whom lie 
waa doairouj to make the record, Woolzey 
thus gi"'iug lima to F. Fulford lo plnco hia 
stakes and T. llczo to muko the record. 
Grout paniol Kerwin innocently had put tho 
right of bis partners in jeopardy. Ha went 
alter them— a poor follow, wiio bad been 
working there tbo wbblo winter, sawing lum'< 
bor for sluices and flumes, had recbrosd hia 
bill of sale tho 2nd of last Juno, ond confidant 
in tho law, wua counting on the aroduoe of 
thg next enason, to enable bitn lo leave fur a 
little while, tiio Cariboo mountains, iq which 
ho had passed three dreary wiutors. This 
was cue of thoao tnon Irom whom our worthy 
ofiiccrs were desirouf^ to take away tbo claim. 
That lOtli of Fubruary was a day of excite- 
inent. As quick e.s tha jumping had been 
known, evcTyone talked ot nothing ol.io, and 
tlio fast, no dniibt, bad ooipo to tho eiirs of 
the Coinmiasioner. A lo.iv-siiit came on the 
next day, the Coiift-houao whs crowdod, 
.Mr. Courtney fur the jurnpora nnd Mr. 
Bui'diuk for tlio old nropr'ieturs of the olaim. 
As the name of MoNoil was appearing 
among tbo jumpors, Juijgo Cox askad him, if 



I llirough the winter on his ground , and this 
Bl the iiiiiigrttion of olfieials. After bis de- 
cision he askoj ibe pluintills if they wore 
desirous of investigating any further in order 
to throw some light on tho jumping, olfeiing 
at the same tiino to havo McNeil sworn; but 
tho plnintilTs, satisfied by .the leatitutiou of 
thair claim, wore not desirous to go further. 
Too verdict fiaa been received wiih a respect- 
ful entliusia?iii by all tn^.M!. Frank Fulford 
asked for a ro-he.uinL', which was.relnsed by 
the Coiiiniis-ioii, r, v. ho I'dd liiin lo appeal to 
the i^iipremu Cnuu ; Im -iiould indeed bo very 
glad if .suoli appeal u'.i.« male, 'f, He;o 
would not lifiu of it, but l-'iilford and Hamil- 
ton are not: so easily satisfied, nnd f500 as 
security wta lodged by them fur un appeal. 
The fiiirth day the nppnol waa made. Four 
fellows, I Kupposa lliuy will havo a rich lime 
of it— tho cluiin is worth 850,000. 

On tho 18th of March, Brown, a police 
ollioer, wav discharged for tampering with 
the clock of the .ftooordcr putting the band 
furwaid 20 minutes, and by so doiog mis- 
loading the public. Decidedly his Honor 
wistica to see the rights of every one perfectly 
scuureil. The fact is; that auuordiug lo all 
appearauces our piiblio oHloers are trying to 
make their '' pile" in (juiok time, !u order to 
leave as soon as possible. Most probably 
they do not like the altitude of tho Cariboo 
mountains.

Tho bod-rook draining tuiinol ia being pushed 
on with vigor. Yesterday a inLciing of tlie 
company Inok placo to con.jider the expedi- 
ency of extending their work lo the lower end 
of llio Can 111 ; but nothing has been resolved 
upon. Tliora are a go.id iinny mining coin- 
panic.i iiiir:iprefiented. L'niiniiigliani'i bed- 
rock lliune is progicfsing. Next week some 
additioiinl lliuids will be set at work. 

I have 11(1 news fro:;, oillier Pine or .Stewart 
creeks, French creek is almost abandoned. 
In the Canadian llioy still prospect with some 
appearance of Sllcees.^. In .Mohawk gulch 
tiio shall i.s now I.'iO feet deep. It is the 
deejiesl sli:dt over sunk in lirilisli (Joliinibia, 
and tho crosiing i.f llio ditfereiit strata had 
the ellect to encourage the men to push on to 
tee bed-rock. If the prospect justilica their 
expectations, there will bo an extensive field 
for tho miners. Its situation ia also ono of 
tlie ino.Ht advantageous. Nothing new from 
MoCullum'fl gulch. In Walker's guloh thoy 
always work with success ; iu Stout's gulch 
they are well encouraged. Another rich 
claim lias been discovered in .Me Arthur gulch; 
it is Cain's claim, $7 to the pan at a depth of 
40 feat with ubout -t feet of paying dirt. 

fn Williams creek tlia Cnledonia, Black 
Jack 'ruiii.e', Fureka, and Watson claiina 
continue lo pay. The .Maryiiville begiiia to 
obtain some gold. In the >St. John Tunnel 
thoy have obtained good proapeots. Every- 
where some new shaft is sunk. Among those, 
let tne mention, the Grizzly, Ouriboo and 
Welch. Wo havo seen with pieasaro Abbott 
at work sinking a shaft on tha right bank of 
the creek, just opposite the claim that paid 
BO well two years ago. The miners who 
wont down last fall came back from their 
winter quarters and are preparing for Ihe 
Bcaaon. I count already 300 of Ibcm who 
have arrived ; let us hope that thoy will be 
rewarded. Moat likely the atasou will com- 
mence earlier than last year. 

Business is riaiurclly on the increase ; iner- 
ehanls oonlenipLitiiig un advance of six v.'ceUs 
on the last neason.

I am liapjiy to say that 
among those articles fresh v<golablos have 
been greatly reduced in price, but unluckily 
wo have no more fresh meat.
